MR. MONROE MISSING. 


He is Said to be “Financially 
Embarrassed.” 


H E 
W ENT 
O FF 
TO 
MEXICO. 


H is H isto ry in Los A ngeles — The 
F oun d in g o f M onrovia—A JBig 
C hange o f F o rtn n e. 


About three months have paased by 
flince the day when Mr. W. N. Monroe, 
founder and Mayor of Monrovia and 
Chairman of the Republican County 
Central Committee, bade good-bye to his 
family and boarded a Southern Pacific 
east-bound train with the avowed inten­ 
tion of going to Mexico. 
H e did not 
make bis departure generally known, 
nor does it now appear that he ahould 
have desired to do so, for he had the 
beRt of all reasons for keeping bis move­ 
ments unknown—be was in financial 
straits. 
The statem ent may astonish 
those who have only met him in the 
ordinary channels of social and business 
life, for the general understanding has 
been that he was a man wealthy, as the 
world goes, and certainly of apparent 
solid financial standing. 
And so he was some two years ago, for 
at that day his bankers say he could 
have cleared between $300,000 and $400,­ 
000 at a few m onths’ notice. Twelve 
months later however, he negotiated a 
loan of $25,000 cash with the Pacific 
Bank, placing with them over $70,000 in 
securities, and to-day be is said to not 
only have no money bnt to be unable to 
meet the pressing demands of h ii cred­ 
itors. 
It would seem to be a hard mat­ 
ter to explain how snch a marked re­ 
verse of fortune Bhould have occurred in 
such a short Bpace of time, especially 
when it is known that Mr. Monroe is not 
a gambler, a drunkard nor in any way 
addicted to living in the m anner that 
haa been often described as going to the 
the dogs. The only way that his imme­ 
diate friends can explain the change is 
th at 
lie 
lacked 
the 
fine 
fin­ 
ish necessary to a irood business man. 
As a boomer, a man who could go into a 
primitive region and make a clearing 
which would ultimately develop into a 
settlement, and late on into a flourishing 
town, he was pre-eminent, &b is evi­ 
denced by his record in Southern Cali­ 
fornia. 
HIS HISTORY HERE. 
It was in the year 1875 that W. N. 
Monroe became first generally known in 
this part of the country. He hailed from 
Indiana, but claimed to be one of the 
Virginia Monroes who .gave the country 
the President of that name, and he (lad 
one or two interesting little incidents 
connected with his antecedents. One 
was the manner in which he had won 
his wife. While an officer in the Union 
army he was detailed to make a raid on 
some of the oppoeing force who were 
quartered in southern Missouri. In the 
performance of this duty he took a num­ 
ber of prisoners, amone them a charm­ 
ing little lady, Miss Hall, with whom 
he became much enamoured, and ulti­ 
mately m arried. 
In Los Angeles he 
soon made himself a marked man, hav­ 
ing a keen eye ever open to a business 
proposition, as was evidenced by the 
fact that he obtained the contract for ex­ 
tending the Southern Pacific Railroad to 
Yuma. He did tbe work so satisfactorily 
to his employers that when Mr. 0 . P. 
Huntington decided to build the “ Inter­ 
national Railroad,” from Eagle Pass, 
Texas, to Torreon, on the line of the 
Mexican Central, Mexico, Monroe was 
offered and accepted the contract. It 
was a big piece of work, entailing the 
construction of 383 miles of railroad, but 
Monroe carried it through as successfully 
aB he had done his former task. 
He made what is term ed “ a hard 
nam e” for himself while doing it, how­ 
ever. 
“ Red Monroe,” a soubriquet he 
received on account of his complexion, 
was in ill favor among the working ele­ 
ment of San Antonio, from which place 
he had to draw his labor supplies. 
His 
camps on the Sabinal were spoken of 
with dread, aud finally he was compelled 
t) have his work done by negroes and 
Mexicans, for no white man would work 
for him . The completion of his task 
found him in the possession of a good 
sum of money, and with it he struck out 
again for Los Angeles, the earthly para­ 
dise of hie dreams. 
IN LOS ANGELES AGAIN. 
The City of the Angels was just be­ 
ginning to show signs of the violent up­ 
heaval of fortune she was about to un­ 
dergo, and realizing that the pending ad­ 
vance would not be confined to the city 
alone, Monroe began to look about for 
good outside property that, bv its loca­ 
tion, would be necessarily affected by 
the boom that the parent city would re­ 
ceive, He found what he wanted at the 
southeastern end of the great Santa 
Anita ranch, and in company with Mr. 
E. F. Spence and Judge Bicknell a tract 
of 11,000 acres of foothill land was pur­ 
chased. The rush which many foresaw 
came in good earnest, and the manner 
in which Los Angeles sprang from a 
small frontier town icto the flourishing 
city it is to-dav has been too often 
told 
to 
need 
repetition 
here. 
As 
she 
strode 
forward 
so 
ad­ 
vanced the Mouroe - Spence - Bicknell 
estate, and the first-named of the trio 
finally decided to lay out a town ou the 
property and thus call greater attention 
to it. The project was realized three 
years ago, and Monrovia sprang into ex­ 
istence, the little town being named in 
honor of her founder. Theu ]\V. A. Mon­ 
roe conceived the idea of a direct railroad 
connecting 
his 
foothill 
town with 
Los Angeles, and within a few monthB 
the first train of the Rapid Transit Rail- 
wap was running in luliilment of his 
scheme. He was in the zenith of his 
prosperity in those days. 
H e erected a 
magnificent residence in the eastern part 
of Monrovia, and laid out around it a 
lawn aud shrubbery that every visitor 
to the city was taken to see and adm ire. 
The lots of the town sold like wild-fire, and 
brick blocks and other substantalbuild- 
ingsgoingupineverydirection showed that 
the newly-created town was a success. 
Monroe promised too m uch, however. 
Everyone who purchased one of his lots 
was assured that it was the finest invest­ 
ment that could possibly be made, and 
inducements of a most tempting nature 
were held out. The day came when their 
fulfilment was called for, and then Mon­ 
roe began to find himself 
gradually 


pushed into a corner. Property was hard 
to sell for caBh, but ready money was 
absolutely necessary to him , so he began 
to hypothecate securities at far below 
their real value. The story of the jonrney 
down-hill is soon told. 
Monroe found 
himself becoming daily more and more 
embarrassed as engagements be had 
promised to m eet cropped up, and. 
finally, 
seeing 
that 
he 
would 
80011 
be 
in 
a 
corner 
where ho 
7 ° . , 
enable to turn around, ho 
decided to do what many another man 
in a similar situation has done—to go 
away and let his creditors wait until he 
was ready to meet them. 
A few day» 
before he put this resolve into execution, 
he turned into $8,000 cash some bonds 
in his possession, and ihen quietly made 
his arrangements for his departure, and 
went. 
HIS WHEREABOUTS UNKNOWN. 
W hat he is doing in Mexico, or if be i» 
really still there, is hard to discover. 
The only direct information regarding 
him is that soon after he had gone he 
wrote a letter 
to 
his wife from » 
town on the 
Mexican 
Central, and 
said 
that 
he 
would 
not 
tell her 
where 
he 
was going, 
as 
he 
did 
not want everyone in Los Angeles to 
find out. Since that time, it is said th»t 
nothing has been heard of him, although 
he has left his wife, family and relations 
in Monrovia. The only clue to 
his 
whereabouts is that obtained by a H e r ­ 
a l d man during a recent interview with 
President C. 
P. Huntington, of the 
Southern Pacific. 
The railroad magnate 
was asked if Mr. Monroe was in Mexico 
to take a contract for extending the Tor­ 
reon line. 
“ No,” replied Mr. H untington. 
“ I 
believe that he is about to do some work 
for the Mexican Central.” 
It is certain that Mr. Monroe did not 
leave very much money behind him, for 
his magnificent residence and grounds 
are being offered lor sale for $22.000, a 
sacrifice that would never be made un­ 
less his family were in urgent cesd of 
funds. Some of those who know him 
intimately express their opinion that he 
will be back here again soon and settle 
up all his affairs, but there are also a 
good many who entertain the idea that 
he has gone for good. 


THE PARK COMMISSION.

The Park Commissioners met last 
evening ot the Mayor’s office, M. L. 
Wicks, 
Sutherland 
H utton, 
Mayor 
Hazard 
and Superintendent DsLong 
being present. 
Most of the time was 
devoted to the discussion of the ordi­ 
nance recently passed by the Council 
relative to the parks and to the em ­ 
ployees of the Park Commissioners. The 
Mayor expressed a hope that it wouldn't 
get out that some appointments could be 
made in this line as a fresh avalanche of 
tormentors would break in on them all. 
The ordinance was approved by the 
Board and will be signed by the Mayor. 
The offar of Mr. Douglas to supply the 
park with fifty Monterey cypress trees 
gratia was accepted with thanks. 
Mr. Lyon, of tbe State Board of For­ 
estry, who was present, was asked about 
the expense to which the Park Commis­ 
sion would be put for the handling of the 
37,000 growing trees which liad been of­ 
fered them by the State Board. 
He re­ 
plied that it would be about $22.50 per 
thousand. Mr. Hutton announced that 
the Los Angeles and Pacific railway 
would carry them for $15 a carload, and 
would donate $10 to the Park fund.

The Southern Pacific Company, it is 
said, always discouraged the excursion 
business, inasm uch that it means having 
to haul back at intervals long trainB of 
empty cars at a big expense to the trans­ 
portation department. 
When Pullman 
secured control of the tourist cars on the 
coast, it was thought th at the excursion 
m en would drop out of the ring, but in­ 
stead of doing so they eet to work plan­ 
ning a way out of the difficulty and, 
finally, as they thought, found it. Their 
plan was to charter cars from Pullman 
and then relet 
them to the tourists, 
charging, of course, the sleeping-berth 
dues, though even these, up to the first of 
the present month, were not upi.eld on 
account of the competition among the 
railroads. But an order just issued by 
G eneral Paseenger Agent Goodman, of 
the Sonthern Pacific, and rfeceived in this 
city yesterday, 
gives 
them 
another 
knock-out. The S. P. official instructs 
h is eirployés here that they are not to 
engage berths for second-class tourists 
until the car attached to the overland is 
first filled, and even then no Pullman 
eecond-class car c a d 
b e 
chartered for 
lees than twenty passengers. The out­ 
come of this will be readily apparent 
An excursion manager will not now be 
able to reserve any berths for his patrons 
until 
about 
3 o’clock 
on the day 
the 
excursion leaves the city, 
for 
until that 
hour 
it 
is not known 
how many vacant berths there are in the 
through car. These will have first to be 
let cut, and if the agent fails to get 
twenty or more people together he will be 
unable to send his patronB out. Then, 
again, it is impossible to promise through 
berths to Boeton, Cincinnati, and the 
other points, as was advertised during 
the past few days, as those who will have 
to occupy the through car will have to 
change at its terminal point. 
There seems little doubt, therefore, 
that the excursion second-class business 
will go to the wall altogether, and travel 
will have to run in the regular daily 
channels. The conveniences of this to

Under 
the 
present 
system 
the 
tourist 
cars 
run 
nearly 
em pty for two or three nights, and then 
comes an excursion and four or five cars 
loadod to the muzzle have to be hauled, 
and on arriving at the other end accu­ 
mulate and have to be sent back as 
empty specials. 
As far as the traveling 
public is concerned the losing of the ex­ 
cursion agents means having no man­ 
ager in personal charge of them during 
the trip across the continent. Southern 
California will lose by the new deal for, 
as has before been pointed out in the

e r a i .d , the excursion manipulators did 
an enormous amount of advertising for 
this section back East which the rail­ 
road companies will certainly not main­ 
tain. The hanta Fe m en were glad to 
hear of the new order for they have been 
badily handicapped of late, as theirs is 
the only one over which no second- 
class excursions have been run since the 
first of the year. 


ANOTHER CHANGE. 
The following dispatch, just received 
by the different railroad agents here, ex­ 
plains for itself another change which 
has occurred: 
“ Commencing April 10th, tourist-car 
berth rates from Los Angeles to Omaha 
or Kansas City will be $2 every day.” 
U p to to-day, the dato of this notice, 
the charge to the points named has been 
S3, and the reduction is explained as fol­ 
lows: Pullman has not yet obtained 
control of the Denver and Rio Grande, 
and the lines operating in connection 
w ith that road have therefore been trans­ 
ferring their passengers to it at Ogden, 
to wbich point the Pullm an fare was $2, 
and thus got their patrons to the Mis­ 
souri River for the $2 rate.

S anta t'e O v rrla n d i Sleet W ith Dis­ 
aster on the A. A I*. 
The statem ent in yesterday’s H era ld 
of a reported wreck on the Santa Fe sys­ 
tem at Peach Springs, A. T., was corrob­ 
orated on the arrival of the train in this 
city yesterday morning. It appears that 
the e&ethound train which left the First 
street depot here on Sunday afternoon 
was steaming under the influence of a 
double-header up the big 110-mile grade 
which leads into Peach Springs, while 
from tbe other direction the west­ 
bound 
passenger, 
unconscious 
that 
the other train was 
in 
its 
way, 
came dashing along toward Ix>e Angeles. 
As the two trains sped on to a big curve 
over an eighty foot embankment, the 
engineers came in sight of each other, 
and Beeing that there was no possible 
way of averting tbe collision, did all in 
their power by whistling for brakes, put­ 
ting oa the air, and reversing their en­ 
gines. Then they jumped, their firemen 
doing likewise, one of them in hisexcit9- 
ment leaping from the wrong side and 
falling down the embankment. 
The two trains came together with a 
terrible crash, and the engines were 
literallylifted from the track and thrown 
into the stream 
below, where they 
landed 
a 
mass 
of 
debris. 
The 
batfgage 
and 
mail-cars 
in 
both 
instances followed 
the engines, 
but 
by a dispensation of providence the pas­ 
senger coaches were left on the track 
or rather on the right-of-way. 
The dam­ 
age to life and Jimb was rather small 
considering the circumstances of the ac­ 
cident, the only man killed outright be­ 
ing an unfortunate who was stealing a 
ride on the blind end of the baggage car. 
He saw that the collieon was coming and 
attempted to jump, but was too late, and 
was caught between the baggage car and 
tender and crushed into a bleeding mass. 
The engineer who jumped over the em­ 
bankment had escaped with his life, but 
one of his ears was torn completely from 
his head, his face and body were badly 
brnised, and it is believed he also sus­ 
tained severe internal injuries. 
The 
baggage-men, mailmen and other train­ 
men escaped with bruises and scratches, 
and the passengers got nothing worse 
than a scare and shaking-up. It took 
nearly twenty-four hours to clear the 
track, so the train was abandoned and 
the passengers held over to be brought 
in on the next overland. 


ANOTHER SMASH-UP. 
Strange to say, the train they waited 
for, and which duly came along on time, 
had also been wrecked. 
The scene of 
this second disaster was the half-mile 
tunnel through the Raton Pass, on the 
New Mexico and Arizona line. 
There is 
a register station called Morley on the 
east side of the tunnel, and it is a stand 
ing railroad order that no freight train 
must. follow on the track of a passenger 
within 
a 
twenty - m inute 
limit. 
A 
double - header 
freight 
train 
came 
along, 
however, 
a 
few 
minutes after the passenger had passed, 
and evidently did not wait for the time­ 
limit, for in the tnnnel it came up with 
the passenger, and ran into it with great 
force. The head engine of the freight 
crushed completely through the rear 
platform of the Pullm an, and the head­ 
light appeared in the sleeper, completely 
wrecking the coach. 
But for the fact 
that both trains were moving in tbe 
same direction, the collision would have 
been one of the worat on record, for 
it was in 
the heart of the tunnel, 
nd the passenger train was well filled 
with travelers. As it^ was, no one was 
badly hurt for t he inmates of the wrecked 
coach went as fast as they knew how into 
the cars ahead. The train was delayed 
over one and a half hours in the tunnel, 
during which time the travelers suffered 
considerably from the fumes of the coal­ 
gas as three engines were sending forth 
their fumes of poison into the thickened 
air. The explanation given by the en­ 
gineer of the freight train was that he 
did not know the passenger was so close 
ahead, 
and 
he 
said 
that 
the 
tunnel was so full of smoke that he could 
not eee tbe rear-lighta. It is considered 
a good joke in railroad circles that a 
freight 
should 
overtake a passenger 
train, and it is suggested that mail and 
other articles which are to be forwarded 
in a hurry be in future sent in box cars.

characters. 
It is posted over an en t­ 
rance, w here, after penetrating various 
ways th a t are dark, one m ay com e to a 
large iron door, b ehind w hich th e bones 
m ay be h eard rattling. 
Seme tim e ago th e C hinese m erchants 
w ent to 
th e 
Law scn 
P atrol people 
and 
com plained 
th a t 
th e gam b­ 
ling 
am ong 
th eir 
custom ers 
was 
upsetting 
trade. 
T hey 
asked 
th a t 
m en be sent down to patrol in fiont 
of the houses w here th e gam es w ere in 
progress to break up th e business. 
This 
w as considered som ething of a new de­ 
parture, as the interference w ith the 
gam es h ad heretofore come from th e out­ 
side of C hinatow n. 
Y esterday the sam e syndicate of m er­ 
ch an ts w ent to a prom inent atto rn ey and 
h ad a com plaint draw n up against thirty- 
four proprietors and m anagers of gam es, 
charging them under th e State law w ith 
carrying 
on 
a 
gam bling 
busi­ 
ness. 
T he 
com plaint 
was 
filed 
before a justice of 
th e peace, an d a 
w arrant was issued for th eir arrest. 
The 
m erchants agreed to supply th e S heriff’s 
office w ith the neceseary inform ation for 
th e discovery an d apprehension of tho 
m en. 
The result of th e raids recently m ade 
b y th e police force was th a t $500 was 
paid in to the city treasury yesterday.

The 
dealers 
pleaded 
guilty 
and

line. 
T he 
play­ 
ers 
also 
confessed

The Hbbald yesterday drew attention 
to the precarious condition of the city's 
(manees, and showed that there will be, 
under the most favorable circumstances 
a very formidable deficit at the end of the 
six months just entered upon. The arti­ 
cle was the Edbject oí considerable com­ 
ment yesterday, and but few, even of the 
best posted people, had th e slightest idea 
that we would soon be m eeting our cur­ 
rent municipal expenses with warrants 
drawn upon collapsed funds. This state 
of affairs will, of course, result in 
loes to persons in the regular employ 
of the city under fixed salaries, and 
in s loes te the city in th e purchase of 
supplies, which will be marked up in 
price by the m erchants so as to cover the 
discounts that will obtain upon 
city 
warrants. 
The money now in the Cash 
fund and available is about $35,000. No 
new money can reach that fund until 
the 1st of October next, six months. 
The 
average 
monthly 
expenditure 
from that fond during the correspond­ 
ing six month? ]aet year wai? $¡¿,¿0^ B0 
that it will be exbahsted In lets than two 
m onths, for the expenses this year are 
greater than last. 
The am ount in the 
Salary fund and available from licences, 
etc., is $02,000. 
Thfl rale oí exhaustion 
of this 
ÍUütl 
last year was $12,000 
-P®1* "'month. 
But the Fire Department 
fund is practically collapsed, and must 
be replenished, if at all, from the Salary 
fund. 
This 
would 
increase 
the 
draft on the Salary fund to $17,000 
per month, providing th e Fire I>e- 
partm ent can be run a? cheaply {his 
year as last, which is not at all likely. 
But let us assume tne above figures as 
representing rll the money that will be 
called for, and the Salary fund will last 
just about three months and a half. 
But at the rate the new Council has 
been increasing salaries, creating new 
offices and multiplying expenditures, the 
city will be financially on the rocks in 
less than two months. 
W e can see no 
escape from this. The machinery of 
the new Charter has greatly increased 
the number of salaried officers and added 
expenses in all directions; yet we are 
compelled to fill out the year with the 
estimates made under the old Charter. 
Not only this, but the rate of taxation 
was manifestly too low to even meet the 
actual expenses under the old Charter, 
and so we will find ourselves doubly 
handicapped in our financial situation. 
We would 
commend 
to the City 
Council a careful examination into the 
condition of the city’s finances, and the 
devising of ways and means to stave off 
the difficulties that will necessarily arise 
in trying to carry on the government on 
a s empty treasury. 


I t skkms to be the general impression 
among seamen that the loss of onr war 
vessels at Samoa was due to the fact that 
they were short of coal. 
The British 
vessel Calliope was enabled to go outside 
of Apia harbor and ride out the hurri­ 
cane because she liad a good stock 
of coal on hoard. 
The question now 
arises, why were our ships without an 
ample supply? 
A dispatch from San 
Francisco says that a prom inent coal 
firm in that city had sent an offer to 
Waahiogton ecurly in the season to supply 
the fleet at Apia with coal at the rate of 
ten dollars a t in. The Equipment Bureau, 
however, 
promptly pigeon-holed this 
offer, and 
closed a contract with a 
Philadelphia house for a shipload of 
Pennsylvania coal to be laid down at 
Apia. That coal is on its way to Samoa, 
and will reach there during the summor. 
Red tape 
and 
circumlocution 
could 
scarcely be more glaringly illustrated 
than in this coal business, nor could 
the consequences well be more disastrous 
than they have been. 
W hy should coal 
be shipped from Philadelphia to Samoa, 
fifteen thousand miles, around the Horn, 
when it can be had as cheap as in Penn­ 
sylvania at A ustralian ports, only about 
three thousand miles from Apia? 


D r . H am m o n d , of San Francisco, has 
furnished a statem ent to the Chronicle 
showing the moneyB collected and the 
amount paid out during 8am Jones's 
meetings in that city, lie says the col­ 
lections and subscriptions amounted to 
$4,800, and the payments, to $5,000, in­ 
cluding $1,500 paid to Mr. Jones for his 
services over and above the hotel ex­ 
penses for himself and family. The de­ 
ficit of $200 was covered by subscrip­ 
tions. The Chronicle reporter then had 
the following interesting interview with 
Dr. liam m ond: 
Do you know,” asked the reporter, 
after reading Dr. Hammond’s written 
r.tatements, "w hat Mr. Jones received at 
Sacramento and Los Angeles?” 
“ Y es; at Sacramento, where he re­ 
mained three weeks, he received about 
the same as here, $1,500, and at lx»s 
Angeles, where he labored for a month, 
$2,400. 
In all, he received for his three 
monthB’ services on this coast about 
$0,000, which is about one-third of what 
he would have received from the Slaton 
Lecture Bureau of Chicago, which haB 
made him a standing offer of $200 per 
night for as many nights as he would 
engage.” 
“ How do you account for it that Mr. 
Jones received $000 more at Los Angeles 
than in this city for the same tim e?” 
“ In two ways. The expenses were 
less and the individual subscriptions 
were larger, some being $200, $300 and 
$400, while we had only a few subscrip­ 
tions of as much as $100, and none 
larger, in this city.” 
Los Angeles has, it appears from the 
above, dealt more liberally by Sam than 
any 
other 
California city. 
But, on 
the whole, 
the evangelist has been 
well paid for his labor. 
A net earn­ 
ing of $0,000 in three months ought to 
be considered good pay. That is at the 
rate of $24,000 a year clear. 
Ministers 
of the highest reputation, most finished 
scholarship, and moi-t enchaining elo­ 
quence are not paid one-fourth that 
amount as salary. But Mr. Jones’s in­ 
come does not stop at even that hand­ 
some sum. W hat he makes out of his 
special 
hym nal 
and 
other publica­ 
tions would probably give him a clear 
income of $30,000 
a year. 
But it 
probably greatly overreaches th at sum 
for Dr. Hammond says he made financial 
sacrifices to come here, as he has 
standing offer from the Slaton Lecture 
Bureau of $200 per night for as many 
nights as he wiebes to engage. From 
these figures it will be seen that a roan 
of Mr. Jones’s caliber can soon get rich 
and that sensational preaching, m the 
North Carolinian manages it, pay? bet­ 
ter than any other calling we know of.

We have known im portant bills to 
pass eeveral readings before it was 
found that the enacting clause bad been 
omitted. It is now said that several very 
im portant measures passed by the last 
Legislature, appropriating money, are 
defective in having om itted the fund out 
of which the money is to be drawn 
This defect exists 
in 
the act ap­ 
propriating 
$350,000 for establishing 
an Insane Asylum in this part of 
the State. Instead of saying, as it 
should, that “ three hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars is hereby appropriated 
out of the general fund from any moneys 
not otherwise appropriated,” which lias 
come to be the regular form for appro­

bills, 
it merely makes the 
appropriation in 
general term s.

TIIE SORGHUM SUGAR EXPERIMENTS. 
H . W. Wiley, the chemist of tho Agri­ 
cultural Department, has completed hi9 
record of experiments in the manufac­ 
ture of sugar from sorghum, conducted 
a t Rio Grande, New Jersey, K inner.La. 
and Conway Springs, Douglass and Ster­ 
ling, Kansus. The work at Sterling dif­ 
fered from that at the other places. 
It 
was an examination of all obtainable 
varieties of the sorghum plant, begun by 
the Sterling Sugar Company and com 
pleted by the Department. 
The work at 
liio Grande, N .J ., was carried on by II 
A. Hughes, whose purpose was to deter­ 
mine whether or not sorghum sugar could 
be successfully manufactured on a small 
scale. 
Professor Wiley sayB he does not 
see favorable resu lt coming from the two 
years’ trial at Rio Grande. 
Tbe practi­ 
cal experiments carried on at Douglas 
consistod in a thorough trial of the sys­ 
tem of diffusion (Hughes’ system), to 
test its fitness for working on a larger 
scale. They were not a success, owing 
to the failure of the battery to work 
properly. The agricultural results, how­ 
ever, wore of a most encouraging na 
ture, showing th at in that locality a crop 
of Borghum can be grown, which, with 
proper treatm ent, may be expected to 
yield eighty or ninety pounds of sugar 
from a ton of pure cane. Professor 
W iley devotes considerable space 
to 
tho presentation of facts to be considered 
in building tho factory. 
Southern and 
Eastern Kansas possess the best soil and 
climate for sorghum raising eo far as is 
now known. Indian Territory is destined 
to be the center of the inaustry. The 
expectation cf establishing a successful 
sorghum industry in the great maize 
fields of the country must now be defin­ 
itely abandoned, 
in details the bulletin 
is very completo. I t con ta n s the reports 
of the assistants in charge of the experi­ 
ments at the several stations, with the 
daily records of results in tabulated form, 
analysis of the sugar beets grown in 
K ansas frcm seeds furnished by Claus 
Spreckels, and the effect of the diffusion 
process upon the extraction of sugar 
from the sugar cane. The latest report 
on this subject showed that an average 
of 194 pouQd? of sugar is made from a 
ton of cane.

The Belgian Capital Made 
Tropical for Him. 


A SEXATOKIAL KOW OVER HIM 


Charged With Conspiring to Over 
throw the Republic—His 
Friends Staunch.

P ar is, April 9.—Tho Chamber of Dep­ 
uties to-day discussed the bill prescrib­ 
ing the mode of procedure to be followed 
by the Senate when sitting as a court for 
the trial of Boulanger. De la Fosse de­ 
nounced the measure as a mockery of 
justice and an insult to public conscience, 
He declared the Senate, being a political 
body, could not act impartially in the 
case.

The 
proposal by Ribot that a majority of 
seven-twelfths of the Senate be necessary 
to make valid any sentence pronounced 
upon General Boulanger, was also de­ 
feated, The bill was adopted by a vote 
of 318 to 205.

On Friday morning the three-masted 
iron brigantiue Old Kensington, com­ 
m ands 1 by Captain John A. Jones, 
anchored in San Pedro harbor with 2,800 
tons of coal on board for the Soutnern 
Pacific Company. 
The work of dis­ 
charging her cargo was 
commenced 
the next morning, when the lighters 
cf the Wilmington Transportation Com­ 
pany were put to work. The hatches 
were taken off the hold about 7 a . m . 
when, to the astonishment and alarm of 
all, smoke began to pour out, evidencing 
that the coal on board had been fired by 
spontaneous 
combustion. 
Efforts to

sulted in the 
fire becoming intense 
as

was 
admitted, 
so 
ihe dernier ressort of pumping the ship 
full of water was finally decided upon. 
f*be was then tugged close to tbe shore 
and beached, so that when she settles 
with the weight of the water she will not 
sink much, and will therefore be able to 
be readily raised again.

E d i t o r s H e r a l d —Assuming that the 
H e r a l d will be glad to hear from South 
Riverside, I have decided to make it the 
recipient of an occasional letter, (should 
the assumption prove to be well founded), 
and pour into its ever-open ear such mor­ 
sels of news and gossip as may bear re­ 
peating. 
Know then th at the “ Queen Colony" 
is beginning to take on considerable im­ 
portance as a mining and manufacturing 
center. The H e r a l d knows something 
of our poiphyry quarry and crushers, of 
our brick yards and lime kilns and, of 
course, has the history of our big tin 
mino by rote, but 1 opine that it is not 
aware that a large deposit of gypsum and 
phosphates in the Temescal mountains 
has been 
purchased by the Pacific 
Clay Manufacturing Co. (whose factory, 
located hare, is the largest west of the 
Ohio river), and will be converted by 
them into calcined and land plaBter. 
The deposite is believed to be practically 
inexhaustible. 
The purchase was not 
made until after samples had been sent 
to Syracuse, N. Y., for analysis, and a 
most favorable report received. 
The Porphyry Paving Co., which had 
made all arrangements to commence 
work on a 10,000 ton contract in San 
Diego, and had secured satisfactory 
freight rates, has been compelled to shat 
down, owing to u clause in the contract 
providing that the material shall be ob­ 
tained in San Diego county. About thirty 
men are thrown out of employment. The 
company have several contracts pending 
in lx)s Angeles, however, and one may 
be closed cefore long enabling the works 
to start up again. 
Work upon the coal 
mines has ceased for an indefinite period 
The Pipe Works have had some bad 
luck with their pottery kilns. They have 
a large amount of pipe stored away to 
cure, and cannot make much more until 
they complete the kilns and fire a lot of 
that íb already on their hands. They have 
large force of men employed, many of 
them having families. 
Quite a village 
has sprung up around the factory, and a 
new cottage is now being built which 
will be 
occupied by 
(superintendent 
Hewitt. The capital of the company 
was recently increased from $100,000 to 
$250.000, $130,000 of which is paid up. 
Fraser Bros., who own a mineral 
paint ledge, have experimented with the 
paint nntil they áre satisfied of its value, 
and have ordered a m ill to grind it for 
the market. They made a discovery of 
asbestoB lately, which they think may 
prove valuable. 
Mining mat;era receive much attention 
here. 
It one chances to refer to the sub­ 
ject his auditor is almost sure to fumble 
in his pocketB and produce a specimen 
for inspection and ask your opinion. 
It 
is not likely to be gold, but may be any 
thing ; coal, gypsum, tin, iron, gold, fire 
clay, (every one has that) asbestos, 
paint, marble, sandstone and so on 
Some of these thiDgs will prove t be 
good—indeed, many have 
proved of 
valne, but there are many of them, of 
course, without merit. 
Building, as is usually the case at this 
season, is ratber quiet. The prmcipal 
structure now building is tlie public 
school which is a 
rather ambitious 
structure for a two-year-old colony, but 
we expect to need all its room in the net 
distant future. The buildiDg is of brick, 
of good architectural design, two stories 
high and will cost about $16,000. 
The 
mason3 are working the walls up at a liv­ 
ely rate, and are nearly ready for the 
second tloor j fiats. 
Several private residences are going 
up, a new blacksmith shop is being com­ 
pleted and other improvements are under 
way. 
An important event in our local history 
was the dedication of the new Methodist 
Church Sunday last. 
It is a more than 
•rdinarily attractive church edifice and 
was built for $2,000—a low figure. It 
would have cost almost twice that two 
yearB ago. Rev. Mr. Colburn preached 
the dedication sermon, and he gave one 
of the most brilliant discount-3 I have 
heard for many a day. 
The amount of 
money which had not been provided for, 
$325, was raised by subscription in a few 
minutes and the church was dedicated 
free of debt. 
The band boys have made excellent 
progress since they have been in training 
and are in much request to play for local 
entertainm ents. 
They have ordered 
uniforms and when arrayed in them will 
prove more than ever irresistible to the 
susceptible maidens. 
Friday evening the Ladies’ Society of 
the Congregational Church will give a 
strawberry and ice cream festival in the 
church. They will have a booth for the 
sale of pure and delicious home-made 
candies, another representing an oldtime 
country store, one for tbe sale of flowers, 
and others. 
It is certain to be an unusu­ 
ally successful affair. 
There is so much that I would like to 
tell the readers of the H e r a l d tbat I see 
it will be useless for me to trv aud get it 
all in this letter, so I will re/rain ; but it 
would be an unpardonable omission, and 
totally at variance with the established 
and universally recognized custom, were 
I to neglect speaking of the improvements 
being made on acre property this season ; 
so I will just say that much planting is 
being done, mostly of oranges. One tract 
of sixty acres, one of forty, another of 
thirty, and many smaller ones, are being 
set out. 
Our soil is particularly adapted 
to the orange, and the climate is juBt 
right.
